Homestead Rescue Lawsuit by the Show’s Josh 
and Kim 


The popular reality show on the Discovery Channel was a success until two people, Kim and Josh, 
who are featured in the show, filed a lawsuit. The premise of the show is that a family needs to 
learn how to survive in the wilderness. They move to their new homestead with little or no 
knowledge of survival skills, and three experts come in and teach them what they need to know. 
Many people could look forward to this show each week because it gave them a sense of security 
and knowledge that they can do the same thing if it ever came down to it. However, many people 
are now questioning whether or not the show was real or fake after allegations were made by one 
of the families featured on the show. 


The Raneys Family 


The Raneys are a family of four who live off the land, deep in the wilderness. Unlike most people 
who live out in remote areas, they don’t have electricity or running water; they rely on their own 
skills to provide for themselves and their family. They also have over a million visitors each week 
on Facebook, where they post videos and photos of their lifestyle as well as tips for others who 
may want to try this kind of life. They also have millions of viewers every week on Homestead 
Rescue, where they teach others how to survive without modern amenities. 


Allegations against the Show that Led to a Lawsuit 


The show has been on the air since 2016. It was so popular that there were talks of a spinoff show, 
but those talks were quickly put to an end when one of the families, Josh and Kim, filed a lawsuit 
against the Discovery Channel and the producer. According to Josh and Kim, the show was not 
real. They claim that they never asked for help from the experts who came in to lend a 
hand.Homestead Rescue Lawsuit has been so damaging to the show that people who were its real 
fans now think that everything portrayed on the show were fake. 


Accusations Josh and Kim have Labeled against the Discovery Channel’s Show 


Josh and Kim, a couple who were featured on the show, are accusing the show of being fake. 
According to Josh and Kim, they had been living in the wilderness for several years prior to being 
featured on the show, and they were highly skilled at homesteading. However, they claim that the 
people who ran the show made it seem as though they knew nothing about homesteading and made 
them look like failures. They also claim that equipment was rigged to fail on purpose so that it 
would seem like their equipment was bad when it wasn't. The other lawsuit claims that some of 
the survival experts who are featured on the show are actors and do not actually know anything 
about survival techniques. 


Josh and Kim's Homestead Rescue Lawsuit also claims that producers exploited their four 
children, and that one of their children was injured because of production pressures. They say that 
producers wanted them to build a structure with no tools or money, so they built a log cabin without 
any tools or money. Their child ended up getting hurt when they tried to cut down a tree with an 





ax, but they hit a rock instead because there weren't any trees around where they were filming. For
